Community colleges 

touch many lives

In Texas, junior or community colleges are very 
important. The two terms are interchangeable, and 
TJC is a community college, although it has no in¬ 
tention of changing the name to reflect that identity. 

“At the state level, the governor and government 
officials recognize the many lives that are touched 
by community colleges,” said C.C. Baker, direc¬ 
tor of development and college relations. 

Each year a Community College Week is set to 
honor community colleges across the state. This 
week, Nov. 14-18, is publicized so attention is 
focused on the many good things taking place in 
Texas community colleges, he said. 

Community colleges have a greater percent of 
students first attending college than do senior col¬ 
leges. Bakes believes it is appropriate for state of¬ 
ficials to honor community colleges with a special 
week.

TJC is one of the top-ranked junior colleges in 
Texas, said Baker. For 57 years, TJC has had a 
reputation for its strong academic tradition. This 
makes TJC a top junior college. 

“Many students attend junior colleges because of 
the low cost but high quality way of getting the first 


two years of education,” said Baker. 

Also many students are unsure of their major. A 
junior college gives a student the opportunity to get 
the basic courses and narrow the choices of what 
he or she wants to do in the working world, he 
added. 

A junior college is usually cheaper because most 
students can live at home and commute. And 
because community colleges have been recognized 
by the state as institutions that serve the majority, 
they are funded from the state level, said Baker. 

For TJC, “the future is very bright,” said Baker. 
Enrollment has increased. There is new excitement 
about a revitalized development program.This will 
allow us to do special things to help refine and bring 
a greater degree of quality to our junior college, he 
explained. 

Special guest groups have been invited to the cam¬ 
pus for Community College Week luncheons and 
tours. 

The media attended a luncheon Monday. 

Tuesday guests were the Development Council, 
a group who have volunteered to work with the 
Tyler Junior College Foundation to gain support for 
the college. 

Wednesday retired TJC faculty and staff were 
shown appreciation for their years of service. 

Today area high school superintendents and prin¬ 
cipals are invited so they can gain insight into TJC 
operations. An area counselor meeting is being held. 

Tomorrow TJC wi'l host the Education Commit¬ 
tee of the Tyler Chamber of Commerce. 


Jenkins dies 


TJC President Emeritus Dr. 
Harry E. Jenkins died Monday 
after several months’ illness. 
Jenkins was president from 
1946-1980 and chancellor from 
1980-81 when he retired as 
president emeritus. 

The entire Tyler Junior Col¬ 
lege community is deeply sad¬ 
dened by the death of Dr. 
Jenkins. We extend our most 
heartfelt sympathy to his sur¬ 
vivors, and yet, at the same 
time, we take tremendous 
pride in the legacy that Dr. 
Jenkins leaves to the college— 
as well as the city, the state 
and even the nation,” TJC 
President Dr. Raymond M. 
Hawkins said. 

Jenkins graduated high 
school at Girard, Kan., and 
from the University of 
Missouri, Kansas State Col¬ 
lege and the University of 
Texas at Austin where he 
received a doctor of 
philosophy degree in 1942. 

From 1934-46 he was dean 
of TJC and assistant 
superintendent of Tyler public 
schools of which TJC was a 
part. 

In 1960 Jenkins was the first 
junior college president to be 


elected president of the 
Southern Association of Col¬ 
leges and Schools. 

In 1972 that group voted 
Jenkins their highest recogni¬ 
tion, electing him a lifetime 
member. 

Jenkins is survived by his 
wife, Iva, who served many 
years as a TJC librarian, and 
a son, Harry E. Jenkins Jr., 
former TJC faculty member. 

A Harry E. Jenkins 
Memorial Scholarship Fund 
has been established in 
Jenkins’ honor. Donors may 
make contributions through 
the TJC Business Office.

Perhaps for all these reasons, intramural sports ban anyone but 

students from participation. 

If this logical restriction is not a part of the guidelines for every 
organization on this campus, it is time the members of those 
organizations gave serious consideration to doing so.

Once a class fills up to capaci¬ 
ty, we will close the class and not 
re-open' it unless something 
happens. 

Students are reminded that they 


must pay for classes when they 
register or the schedule will be 
forfeited. 

Registration will continue 
through Dec.2 except during 
Thanksgiving holidays. 

Advisement and issuing time 
permits for regular registration 
begins Dec. 5 and continues 
through Jan. 11, excluding 
Christmas and New Year’s break.

The Kilgore Rangers ended the Apache season 
Saturday night with a 17-14 loss, leaving the Tribe 
with a 4-5-1 overall record and 2-2-1 conference 
showing. 

Despite the running of freshman sensation Ron¬ 
nie Ducksworth, the Rangers kept the Apaches in 
check most of the night. They forced Quarterback 
Brent Chism to go 1 for 11 and a measley 17 yards 
with two interceptions. 

The Apaches managed to take the lead, 7-3, ear¬ 
ly in the first half with a spectacular 33-yard in¬ 
terception run-by Safety Amos Oliver. Kilgore 
scored first on a lofty 47-yard field goal by George 
Benyola.. 

The Rangers surged past the Tribe on a power¬ 
ful one-yard dive by Running Back Gahlen Johnson 
for a touchdown, making the score 10-7. 

The Apaches then scored what proved to their last 
touchdown of the season when Ducksworth trampl¬ 
ed over the Ranger defensive line and into the end 
zone for a 6-yard play. The halftime score was 
Apaches 14, Rangers 10.

Ironically Kilgore with six turnovers managed to 
win the contest while the Apaches, fumble-plagued 
for most of the year, had only one fumble in the 
first half, but lost the game. 

For the night TJC earned 17 first downs and 174 
rushing yards, most gained by Ducksworth who 
tallied 169 yards. His season total, 1,630 yards, is 
believed to be the most ever by a TJC running back. 

Other Apache bright spots were Oliver, with two 
interceptions and one fumble recovery, and Greg 
Abbey who punted for an average of 44.2 yards on 
five boots. 

The Apaches finish the season in third place in 
the conference behind Henderson County and 
Navarro junior colleges. 

Henderson County, who defeated Navarro 24-17 
for the conference championship, will represent the 
Texas Junior College Football Conference in the 
Garland JUCO Bowl.
